2. SINCE ACTING SECRETARY INGERSOLL (REFTEL) PLANS TO 
RECEIVE AND GIVE LUNCHEON IN FAVOR OF STATE SECRETARY 
BRINKHORST ON NOV 21 PROTOCOL WOULD SUGGEST THAT MR. 
INGERSOLL ALSO OFFER SOME FORM OF HOSPITALITY TO 
MINISTER WESTERTERP DURING LATTER'S TRIP TO WASHINGTON, 
SINCE WESTERTERP IS HIGHER RANKING OF THE TWO 
VISITORS. AND HAS FAR MORE POLITICAL CLOUT. 

3. TO RECIPROCATE FOR DUTCH HOSPITALITY WHICH US 
DELEGATION RECEIVED WHEN HERE OCT 21-25. WE BELIEVE IT 
WOULD ALSO BE APPROPRIATE THAT DUTCH DELEGATION 
BE MET ON ARRIVAL, AND THAT WELDMANN AND CAB 
CHAIRMAN TIMM CONSIDER GIVING RECEIPTION AND/OR 
LUNCH OR DINNER. 

4. DUTCH PLAN TO DEPART AMSTERDAM SUNDAY, NOVEMBER 
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IN WASHINGTON APPROXIMATELY 1900. WE WILL SEND EXACT 
SCHEDULE AS SOON AS WE LEARN IT. 

5. IN ADDITION TO WESTERTERP, PI ITCHDET .F.GATTON WILL 
INCLUDE ALL WHO PARTICIPATED IN TALKS IN THE 
HAGUE, WITH FOLLOWING EXCEPTIONS. SCHROEDER WILL 
BE REPLACED BY FELLOW KLM EMPLOYEE KONING. TRANSPORT 
MINISTRY ECONOMIC ADVISOR FONTEIJN WILL BE ADDED. NO 
DECISION HAS YET BEEN TAKEN ON INCLUSION OF NETHERLANDS 
ANTILLES AND SURINAM REPRESENTATIVES. 
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
